tion has shifted in emphasis 
from the usual concentration on 
the school committee race to 
that of selectmen. 

At issue this year is the deci- 
sion of the majority of the 
board of selectmen not to renew 
the contract of Town Manager 
J. Maynard Austin when it ex- 
pires in August. That decision, 
announced by the board in Jan- 
duary, has produced an interest 
in the selectmen’s contest 
where two three year terms are 
up for voter consideration. 

Incumbent Janet D. Lake, 
Andover’s first woman 


Chairman Milton Greenberg 
and Mrs. Lake were among the 
majority membership on the 
board which made the decision 
on the manager’s contract. 
Greenberg, who had indicated 
he would seek re-election, 
dropped out of the race at the 
end of February. 

There are two three year 
terms available on the school 
committee this year, with 
vacancies existing through the 
decision of Francis Griggs and 
George F. Olesen not to seek re- 
election. 


Seeking the openings are Alan 
Doerr, 108 Cross St., a Universi- 
ty of Lowell professor; James 
H. Flaherty, III, 11 Jefferson 
Lane, a sales manager; Charles 
E. Friese, 52 Pleasant St., an 
account representative and 
Casimir J. Kolaski, 15 
Carisbrooke St., HUD planner 
and consultant, and who lost out 
in his bid for a school board seat 
a year ago by two votes.

The Board of Selectmen Mon- 
day night postponed the begin- 
ning of Town Meeting from 
April 25 until May 9, to allow 
the town two more weeks to 
deal with the disputed loss of 
nearly $1.4 million in state 
reimbursements. 

The selectmen issued a for- 
mal statement Monday night, 
after having met Saturday with 
members of the school and 
finance committees to assess 
the impact of the ‘‘drastic cut 
in Andover’s entitlement.’’ 

The selectmen also 
designated the week of May 9 as 
official ‘‘Town Meeting Week’”’ 
on the request of Town 
Moderator William Dalton. 
Business will begin on Monday 
and continue on successive 
nights until the business is com- 
pleted. Special Town Meeting 


lt may be Spring according to the calendar and the budding 


will be held May 11 at 9 p.m. 

According to the selectmen’s 
statement, the school depart- 
ment believes there is a 
‘substantial error’’ in the 
scheduled reimbursement to 
Andover’s 766 program — an 
error that could represent 
almost $3 on the tax rate. 

The school committee and 
school administration are work- 
ing with the State Department 
of Education — of which 
Business Manager Edward 
Maguire is a former deputy 
commissioner — to have cor- 
rections made. If they’re 
successful, the selectmen will 
join them in asking the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Corporations and Taxation to 
amend the Cherry Sheet. 

“In the interest of providing 
accurate information to the 
voters at Town Meeting,’ the 
statement goes on, ‘‘the 
selectmen and members of the 
school committee have agreed 
that it would be in the Town’s 
best interest to delay the start 
of the business sessions for two 
weeks.” 

FinCom Chairman Charles 
Wesson agreed, and was to 
recommend to FinCom Tues-

Tewksbury Water Bill Now $18,600 


“The great water loss caper 
is solved,’’ Selectman Chair- 
man Milton Greenberg an- 
nounced Monday night, as the 
board -voted to charge 
Tewksbury the amount it had 
billed its own citizens for the 33 
million or so gallons of water 
that slipped into Tewksbury’s 
system from Andover last year. 

Greenberg said that amount 
would be $18,600 or 
thereabouts.”’ 

The selectmen originally 
voted last fall to bill Tewksbury 
$39,179, or the normal rate es- 
tablished for the sale of water 
to other communities. 
Tewksbury officials had balked 
at the price, however, since 
they felt the mistaken opening 
of the gate into their system 
was Andover’s fault. 

Greenberg and Selectman 
Alan French, serving as 
“ministers __ plenipotentiary”’ 
met with Tewksbury’s full 
board of selectmen a week ago 
Tuesday in the latest round of 
discussions on the matter. 

The neighboring officials 
offered Andover three 
proposals, Greenberg said, then 
asked for an answer as soon as 
possible, so they might go to 
their town meeting for funds. 
They had only a $2500 ap-

Andover candidates for office

All in-kind contributions in ex- 
cess of $15. 

Candidates must file a further 
report 30 days after the election, 
and the League will be monitor- 
ing them as well.

propriation in the budget for 
payment. 

Greenberg said they offered 
to pay Andover the amount they 
had charged their own users for 
the water and suggested that 
Andover could recompute the 
cost of the water and bill then, 
providing the amount didn’t ex- 
ceed $18,600. They also offered 
to return the 33 million gallons 
of water to Andover. 

While intrigued with the idea 
of being repaid ‘‘in kind,” An- 
dover selectmen decided 
against that action Monday 
night after Public Works Direc- 
tor Robert McQuade outlined 
many problems, ‘‘even if they 
have the water.”’ 

First of all, McQuade said, 
the water could only be return- 
ed to Andover’s reservoir, and 
since ours is higher than theirs, 
pumping would be required. It 
would have to be done at a time 
when our reservoir was down, 
not during the winter, for in- 
stance, when Haggett’s Pond is 
up and couldn’t handle the ad- 
ditional volume. 

McQuade also noted a quality 
difference. We add corrosion 
deterrentsd, he said, and if the 
water doesn’t come back with 
the same Ph level, it could 
cause trouble throughout town, 
particularly with boilers that 
are accustomed to our quality. 

French said Monday night it 
would be nice to have two alter- 
natives to offer back to 
Tewksbury, in the spirit of com-

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Retention Of Vale Center Recommended

A citizens’ study committee 
has recommended that the 
Ballardvale Community Center 
be preserved for future use by 
the area’s residents, and that 
$40,000 be included in the Town 
Warrant for repairs and im- 
provements in the old land- 
mark. 

The Ballardvale Community 
Center Study Committee, ap- 
pointed in December by the 
Selectmen, also recommended 
that the building, which now 
houses the Ballardvale branch 
of Memorial Hall library and 
meeting rooms, serve aS a 
branch facility of The Andover 
Haven to meet the needs of 
elderly citizens of the Vale. 
They further encouraged its use 
by the department of 
Recreation/Community 
Schools. 

A retail store in the ground 
level of the building, on An- 
dover Street, serves as infor- 
mal safety and security for the 
Community Center, the com- 
mittee said, and they basically 
had no objection to the Town 
being a landlord there. 

They voted unanimously, 
however, to recommend that 
the Selectmen ‘‘address 
themselves to the status of the 
present tenant’’ — the 
Beverage Barn — and that the 
town manager and selectmen 
exercise ‘‘prudent judgment in 
such matters as lease 
agreements and code 
violations’’ in the future. 

Selectman Chairman Milton 
Greenberg thanked the com- 
mittee headed by Frank Byrne 
for carrying out its respon- 
sibilities ‘‘with dispatch.” He 
said it was the most 
professional committee report 
he had seen in his six years as 


selectman, though he refrained 
from comment on the content 
of the report itself. 

Of the $40,000 the committee 
seeks from Town Meeting, 
about $23,500 would be ear- 
marked for structural im- 
provements and health and 
safety features. The remainder 
is recommended for lighting, 
repainting, windowshades, 
carpeting, drinking fountain 
and furniture to bring the 
branch library up to modern 
standards; additional diagonal 
parking on the Church Street 
side of the building; improved 
plumbing for first floor toilets 
and second floor kitchen; 
separate thermostats for the 
floors; separate utility meters 
for the retail store and the rest 
of the Center; repainting, pan- 
eling and tiling of the 
“Children’s Room” and tiling 
of the entrance hallway. 


The committee ‘‘en- 
courages’’ the Andover 
Historical Commission to seek 
state or federal funding for 
historical renovation of the 
facility which dates back to the 
1850’s, and the Memorial Hall 
trustees to provide for branch 
improvements from their 
budget or discretionary funds. 
The latter action would reduce 
the $40,000 request by some §3,- 
000. 


The committee also 
suggested that town employees 
do as much of the work, such as 


the parking strip, as possible, to 


minimize costs. 

While the exact beginnings of 
the Community Center are 
sketchy, the report estimates 


that it was built between 1830 
and 1850, and was used aS a 
school and church until replac- 
ed by the Bradlee School around 
1890. In 1913 a branch of

A group of residents calling

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Memorial Hall Library was 
opened in ‘‘the most desirable 
room of the old schoolhouse,”’ 
succeeding the private library 
of Millowner J. Putnam 
Bradlee which was opened in 
1878 to Vale residents. 

As far back as 1919, the 
selectmen funded renovation of 
the building, and additional im- 
provements were made by a 
group called the Ballard Vale 
Village Improvement Society, a 
forerunner of later Vale com- 
munity groups. 


One of the current study com- 
mittee’s recommendations is 
that Ballardvale citizens 
organize a community associa- 
tion once again. (A new group, 
the Concerned Citizens of 
Ballard Vale, has formed and 
presented its own report to the 
board Monday night. See 
separate story.) 

In addition to the library, 
which operates several days a 
week under Mrs. Ruth Sharpe, 
the Community Center is used 
for a school of yoga, The 
Ballardvale Connection, (a 
community service project for 
teenagers), and for meetings of 
civic groups. It often serves as 
a runover facility when town 
hall or Memorial Hall space is 
not available. 

The committee held four 
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meetings and a public hearing 
at the Center and, its report 
says, never identified any senti- 
ment to close, sell, demolish or 
otherwise dispose of the Center. 
In fact, the committee noted, 
“Tt is important to recognize

Candidates Address The Issues 
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By Linda S. Corbett 


The town manager issue con- 
tinued to be the major area of 
disagreement among selectmen 
candidates last Wednesday, as 
the League of Women Voters 
held its traditional Candidate’s 
Night in Memorial Hall 
Library. 


The four school committee 
contestants, on the other hand, 
sported more of a ‘‘me too”’ at- 
titude on a wide variety of 
topics from alternative educa- 
tion and better communications 
to cautious solutions for the 
declining elementary 
enrollments and temporary 
ones for the bulging secondary 
schools. 


Candidates William Dalton 
for moderator and Earl G. 
Efinger for trustee of Punchard 
Free School, while unopposed, 
each used his 10 minutes with a 
new twist: Dalton asked for 
ideas from the audience on how 
to improve Town Meeting (see 
page 1 story), while Efinger ex- 
plained just what a Punchard 
trustee does — namely ad- 
minister the trust left by the 
late Benjamin Punchard. 

About $6,000 a year goes, 
Efinger said, to ‘‘frills’’ such as 
special calculators for ad- 
vanced math classes, tanks for 
marine biology labs, 
Shakespeare plays and 
scholarships. 


Housing Authority 


The first opponents in- 
troduced by League President 
Joanne Marden were Dennis R. 
Grogan and Richard A. Savrann 
for the Housing Authority, who 
had been asked how to keep sub- 
sidized housing from becoming 
blighted. 


Why Blight? 

Grogan placed the blame for 
blight on incompetent 
maintenance, inept manage- 
ment and the fact that in the 
1950’s, much subsidized housing 
was constructed where slums 
already existed. Housing for 
low income families is more 
apt to deteriorate, he went on, 
while elderly housing has a 
greater success rate. 


He recommended subsidizing 
low income people in existing, 
privately-owned, tax-paying 
properties, as an answer to the 
need for more housing, and 
Savrann generally agreed. 

Savrann said the local 
authority has applied to raise 
the minimum incomes for sub- 
sidized housing, contending that 

very low limits make it dif- 
ficult to find people with “‘upper 
low’’ incomes ‘‘with whom we 
can work.”’ The latter, he said, 
don’t want to move into pro- 
jects with welfare families. 

Architectural design and 
supervision, Savrann said, are 
important to avoid ‘‘trouble 
later,’ and he called for input 


from the selectmen and tenants 
in the planning stages of pro- 
jects — such as senior citizens 
and town contributed to Frye 
Circle. 

In defining their fundamental 
differences, Grogan said 
Savrann’s main criticism is 
construction, whereas Grogan’s 
own background is in construc- 
tion and he ‘‘knows the 
problems.’’ He is a master 
plumber for the Somerville 
Housing Authority, he said, and 
has worked with tenant groups. 

Savrann, who has been an ap- 
pointee on the authority, said 
they both favor more funds for 
housing and added that there 
have been few problems in the 
maintenance area in Andover. 

Grogan concluded that the 
biggest mistake is to let five 
people on a housing authority 
alone make the decisions for 
the town. You can’t build a new 
project because there are 40 
people on a waiting list, he said. 
If building exceeds the demand, 
the town will have defeated the 
purpose of keeping a project 
clean and safe, because they’ll 
have to fill it up with outsiders. 

Savrann said there are far 
more than 40 waiting in An- 
dover, and that many elderly 
have had to move out of town 
because there wasn’t enough 
low-income housing here. ‘“‘If 
we announced we could build 
more,’’ he said, ‘‘we’d have a 
thousand applications. 


Tapping Talent 
Selectmen Topic 


The question put to the 
selectmen candidates by the 
League was how they would go 
about seeking residents to serve 
on local and regional boards 
and committees and Albert 
Cole, Jr., led off with an ‘‘old 
fashioned recipe for rabbit 
stew.”’ 

First, he said, you have to 
catch the rabbit. 

Cole suggested asking first if 
a committee was really 
necessary before appointing 
people to it because, he said, 
the supply of good volunteers is 
limited and ‘‘therefore should 
be conserved.” 

He suggested not putting nine 
on a committee where seven 
would do, and putting the right 
person on the right committee, 
rather than just making a 
‘‘political’’ appointment. He 
said the selectmen should take 
action on a committee’s final 
report so the volunteers 
wouldn’t feel their work had 
been tor naught. 

Col. Edward M. Harris 
proposed a talent bank — a 
listing of people who can do 
different things and are willing 
to come forward. He said the 


‘need for such a bank was great , 


here because of the ‘con- 


Siderable turnover among . 


professional workers in the 
area. 

In order to establish a 
register of skills, he 
recommended a questionnaire 
be sent to residents. One town 
includes them with their annual 
report, he said, but he 
preferred them sent in 
something people are more 
bound to read — like their tax 
bills. He said he also thought 
such a talent bank might 
stimulate the interest of more 
people in participating in town 
government. 

Incumbent Janet Lake felt 
the selectmen should encourage 
the town manager to establish a 
data bank. Many people are shy 
about volunteering, she said, 
who might be willing to serve if 
they were invited because of 
their particular expertise in an 
area. 

She added that volunteers 
must know what their roles are 
and report regularly through a 
chain of command — the town 
manager to the selectmen. She 
agreed that volunteer efforts 
are often spoiled by the feeling 
that their efforts weren’t ap- 
preciated, 


Town Manager 


_ It didn’t take long to. get to ' 


the town manager controversy 
and the first question, to Mrs. 
Lake, was why she voted 
against reviewing J. Maynard 
Austin’s contract. 

Mrs. Lake said she had seen 
several reviews of Austin’s per- 
formance over the last four 
years and ‘‘not one of them has 
been completely satisfactory.” 
She said she had a ‘‘long laun- 
dry list’’ of reasons, none ma- 
jor, ‘‘but a lot of small ones.” 


Harris said he felt the 
selectmen’s action hadn’t been 
candidly nor accurately set 
forward to the community, and 
protested the manager being 
treated as a political figure. 

Two nights ago, Cole said, the 
selectmen sang their own and 
the town’s praises. ‘‘If the town 
is so well managed, he said, ‘‘I 
fail to see why they have to get 
rid of the manager.”’ 

In regard to a national search 
for a manager, Cole answered 
that the town should not confine 
itself to local candidates to get 
the best manager available. 

‘But why waste time?’ he 
said. ‘‘We already have him.” 

Harris said if he were elected 
he hoped a search wouldn’t be 
necessary — that the manager 
would stay on — while Mrs. 
Lake added that it was not un- 
usual for a municipality to 
change its direction and to seek 
new people accordingly. She 
said the direction of Andover hs 
changed and the kind of exper- 
tise now needed is financial. 
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Cherry Sheets 

The candidates generally 
agreed that the most important 
issue — aside from that of the 
town manager — is the tax rate 
and the $1.4 million cherry 
sheet loss. Cole noted that the 
Selectmen and Mayors Associa- 
tion is trying to ‘‘show a little 
muscle’ to prevent state man- 
dated expenditures, while 
Harris expressed concern about 
keeping the tax rate within 
reason ‘‘so we can continue to 
live in this town.” 

Mrs. Lake said she had spent 
the day in Boston and heard the 
Governor give Andover no 
hope. ‘‘He has written Andover 
off,’ she said, ‘‘we’re second 
class citizens as far as he’s con- 
cerned.’’ But, she added, ‘‘I’m 
about to make him care.” 

Asked about a solid waste 
facility, Harris said he felt the 
location of one here was a dead 
issue, but that it was a matter 
that should have had great im- 
portance for the town. Had he 
been on the board, he said he 
would have voted for a propos- 
ed site near I-93. He claimed 
the plant would have been en- 
vironmentally safe and would 
have brought in some $875,000 
income a year to the town. 

As it is, he said, it may be in 
Tewksbury, just across 93. 

Cole added that the proposed 
facility would have been a big 
step toward recovering the $1.5 
million the town just lost and he 
too would have voted for it. 


Mrs. Lake said that staff 
recommendations came to the 
selectmen late, and that there 
were several unanswered 
questions on the viability of the 
Lowell Junction site. 

“We were very concerned 
about the possibility of 
polluting Shawsheen River, she 
said, adding that the town had 
said loudly and clearly a few 
years ago that it didn’t want a 
dump in Andover. 

Town Meeting 


The trio agreed that Andover 
has not outgrown the town 
meeting form of government, 
with Mrs. Lake believing that 
“If we lose it, it’s because peo- 
ple of Andover don’t care to 
participate.” 

Harris opposed any change in 
form of government and said he 
would vote against an article to 
lower town meeting quorum. 
People should be interested in 
the government, he said, 
‘‘because it is their 
government.” Cole didn’t go for 
the representative town 
meeting either. 

In their summaries, Mrs. 
Lake said she felt she hadserv- 
ed the town well, faithfully and 
exclusively, while Harris hoped 
a new board could smooth away 
the question of the town 
manager and — get on “‘to 
greater things’ in the town. 
Cole felt that as a 32-year town 
employee, he had good two-way 
communications with all town 
departments. 


Candidates Speak 
On School Programs 


The question asked the school 
candidates by the League was 
somewhat more encompassing, 
taking in Chapter 766, enrich- 
ment courses for talented 
students and alternatives. 

Alan Doerr was first to the 
podium, calling for ‘‘judicious 
use of the tax dollar’ and 
evaluation of “‘every area of 
spending,” upgraded programs 
‘for all of our students”’ and ex- 
pansion of programs for 
specially talented students. 

Both traditional and contem-

porary alternatives are essen- 
tial for a strong system, he 
said, adding that students and 
teachers both perform best if 
given alternatives. He claimed 
that guidance materials at the 
high school aren’t used to the 
fullest extent, and called for a 
better line of communications 
between the schools and com- 
munity. 

James Flaherty said the 
school committee must be 
“fiscally responsible,’ and 
noted that both the contem-

few parents would turn up.”’ 

Kolaski said that ‘‘athletics 
versus culture’ dichotomy is 
the wrong approach, and said 
he would like to see the students 
themselves generate ideas for 
the budget. 


Neighborhood Schools 


Kolaski proposed a citizen 
study group to look at the 
declining enrollment in elemen- 
tary schools and the bulge in the 
secondaries, and said he per- 
sonally does not find Outgoing 
Committeeman Frank Grigg’s 
proposal for the phasing out of 
Shawsheen School ‘‘very con- 
vincing or appropriate.” 

Friese affirmed his belief in 
the neighborhood concept, but 
said he doesn’t believe that 
closing schools is the only 
answer to stabilizing the tax 
rate. ‘I believe in full utiliza- 
tion of schools,’’ he said. 

Flaherty said there must be a 
well documented plan to deal 
with declining enrollments and 
that after the administration is 
integrated into the schools, the 
committee must look into 
redistricting. Doerr said he was 
‘‘completely in favor’ of 
neighborhood schools. 

In his summation, Kolaski 
said he most desired to reopen 
communications among all 
elements of the schools, to see 
people involved. If he were on 
the committee, he said all peo- 
ple would get fair and respect- 
a hearings to the extent possi- 
ble. 

Friese said he and his wife

chose Andover ‘‘based on the 
quality of education here,’’ and 
said he would like to see the 
system grow ‘‘selectively, not 
through confrontation.”’

FBI Warns of More Terrorist Attacks

WASHINGTON -- The FBI has 
secretly alerted the Carter ad- 
ministration to expect a repeti- 
tion of the siege that recently 
shook Washington. The Hanafi 
Muslims attracted worldwide at- 
tention to their cause by holding 
hostages in Washington. The FBI 
fears this will encourage other 
terrorist groups to attempt simi- 
lar dramatics. 

There have been increasing 
threats of violence, for example, 
from the Cuban extremists. They 
are enraged over President 
Carter’s friendly overtures to 
Fidel Castro. Many of them were 
trained by the CIA to fighi 
against Castro. Now they may 
use their CIA training against 
Carter. 

Some of the most violent radi- 
cals, meanwhile, have formed a 
coalition of terrorist groups. 
Such diverse groups as the 
Weather Underground and the 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
have now banded together. They 
call themselves the New World 
Liberation Front. 

Worried FBI experts believe 
the coalition is far more danger- 
ous than the fragmented groups 
had been.

Then Wright ushered them 
into the oval office for a 10- 
minute visit with President 
Carter himself. That’s how oil 
and politics mix in the back- 
rooms of Washington.

Probably not since 1958 has the attention of Andover 
voters been focused on the race for selectman, with the 
issue almost similar, and we emphasize almost. 

In 1958, Andover was choosing its first board of 
selectmen to serve under the new town manager 
charter. The majority chose other than the incumbents. 

This year, while there are other issues to be weighed, 
the focus is again on the manager, only this time on the 
incumbent manager. 

The selectmen by a four to one vote, early this year 
announced their decision not to renew the contract of 
Town Manager J. Maynard Austin, when it expires in 
August. 

The formal announcement of their decision produced 
what can be termed the only solid campaign issue for 
the two three-year terms available on the board of 
selectmen in this year’s election. 

With the decision of Chairman Milton Greenberg to 
retire from the race at the end of February, only one of 
four incumbents who voted on the contract renewal is to 
stand judgment of the voters on Monday on the manager 
contract vote. 

Regardless of such matters as solid waste, financial 


planning, water rates, and other matters that could 
make the issues of this campaign more enlightening, it 
is abundantly clear that the manager decision is the one 
on which the voters will focus their attention on Mon- 
day. 

Considering the difficulty in sifting the manager issue 
from other matters facing the town, we feel that the en- 
dorsement of Albert Cole, Jr., for one of the three year 
terms to be in the best interests of the community. 

Mr. Cole is an Andover native, familiar with its 
problems and has retired from a long career of 
municipal service, thus aware of some of the dif- 
ficulties facing the administration of the town. 

As for the remaining term, Incumbent Janet D. Lake, 
who voted against the manager’s contract renewal, 
points to her three years of service on the board in other 
areas of concern. 

Candidate Edward M. Harris, a retired U. S. Army 
colonel and educator, has campaigned on retention of 
the present manager. 

Andover voters on Monday will have to decide if the 
manager’s retention is the dominant factor in the 1977 
campaign. 


School Committee 


The school committee race this year is a relatively 
quiet one, based on experiences of recent years. 

Two vacancies exist this year through the decision of 
two incumbents not to seek re-election. 

While educational philosophy may still be a factor in 
school committee considerations, it is not as paramount 
an issue as facing such problems as the economical ap- 
proach to shifts in enrollments. 

With a decline in school population, decisions must be 
made as to how best to maintain a fine educational 
program, meeting the needs of all residents of the com- 
munity, and, at the same time, considering 


maintenance costs, determine economical use of the. 


educational plant. 

We consider Casimir J. Kolaski and James H. Flaher- 
ty, III, as being best suited to bring the proper approach 
to these matters to the school committee. 

Kolaski, who lost out a year ago in his bid for a school 
board post by only a few votes, has experience in the 
area of planning and evaluation of programs and is in- 
terested in improved communication between the 
school committee and the town. 

Flaherty would bring to the board a business ad- 
ministration background, coupled also with the desire 
of improved communications and maintenance of sound

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‘Property Taxes Up 


13.1% Across State 


Bigger municipal budgets, 
higher state, county and district 
assessments and a decrease in 
state aid combined to give 
Massachusetts a 13.1 percent 
hike in property tax levies this 
year, according to the 
Massachusetts Taxpayers Foun- 
dation’s annual property tax 
analysis released today. 

This year’s levy increase is 
more than double last year’s of 
5.9 percent and is the biggest 
since 1971. 

The statewide average concels 
even greater hikes in places 
where taxpayers are least able to 
afford increases of this 
magnitude. For example, the 
Fall River levy jumped 46 per- 
cent, Chicopee’s increased by 43 
percent, Salem’s by 40 percent, 
Boston’s by 26 percent and 
Lynn’s by 24 percent. 

Tax rates in 251 communities 
are above last year’s rates, 35 
showed no change and 65 were 
lower; 24 of these were lower 
because of revaluations. 

This year 23 Massachusetts 
cities, mostly the larger and 
older ones, and three towns have 
full-value rates of over $50 per 
$1,000. Ten of these 26 localities 
show full-value rates of over $60. 
Boston tops this list with a full- 
value rate of almost $124. The 
statewide average full-value 
rate, an estimate of the true rate 
of taxation in each city or town, 
is $44.10 this year. 

“Property taxes in many com- 
munities have reached destruc- 
tive levels,’ said Richard A. 
Manley, Foundation president. 
‘These taxes are depressing the 
very values that they tax by mak- 
ing the property less attractive to 
prospective buyers. 

“They are pushing rent and 
shelter costs above those in any 
other mainland state and are for- 
cing businesses out of some older 
cities, leaving behind only hollow 
economic shells,’’ Manley said. 
“This year the MTF filed three 
measures aimed at providing a 
comprehensive, statewide solu- 
tion to these ills plaguing our 
older, larger communities. 

Data available for the first 
time shows that, on the average, 
commercial property in 
Massachusetts carries a higher 
share of the tax burden than 
single family homes in most of 
the state’s larger cities and 
towns. 

The report shows the largest 
difference occurring in Holyoke, 
where commercial property is 
assessed 164 percent higher than 
single-family homes. In 
Lawrence, commercial property 
is assessed 150 percent higher 
than single- -family homes. In 
Quincy, it is 126 percent, in 
Chicopee 117 percent, in 
Springfield 108 percent, in 
Malden 104 percent and in Boston 
96 percent. 

The greatest disparity in favor 
of commercial property appears 
in Weymouth where commercial 
property is assessed 15 percent 
less than single-family 
residences, using data from the 


Einolowment of insurance 
agents and brokers, reports the 
U.S. Department of Labor, is ex- 
pected to grow about as fast as 
the average for all occupations 
through the mid-1980’s.

State Tax Commission’s ratio 
studies. 

“Clearly, in most of these 
older, larger cities the single- 
family homeowner, as badly off 
as he is, still gets a ‘break’ on his 
property taxes in comparison to 
the commercial property 
owner,” Manley said. 

For the larger cities and towns, 
data showing the share of each 
locality’s levy carried by the 
various property classes is also 
available for the first time. 

“This information shows the 
objective, impartial assessing in 
most Massachusetts com- 
munities is a fiction, not a fact,” 


Manley said. ‘‘It suggests that BS 


assessing practices are still un- 
constitutional and illegal. 

“The data serves to highlight 
how far away Massachusetts is 
from the court-mandated goal of 
full-value assessments in every 
city and town,”’ he said. 

The MTF report also shows 
that Massachusetts remains the 
highest property tax state in the 
nation, on the basis of the latest 
federal figures, in terms of both 
property tax per capita and per- 
cent of personal income per $1,- 


000 spent for property taxes.

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Western Electric, the 
manufacturing and supply unit of 
the Bell System, had 1976 total 
sales of $6,931-million, compared 
with $6,590-million ,in 1975, the 
company said in its annual report 
released today. Sales to Bell 
telephone companies were $6,569-

The company’s net income in- 
creased to $217 million from $107 
million in 1975. While return on 
average invested capital in 1976 
rose to6.8 per cent from the 
previous year’s recession- 
induced 4.4 per cent, it was still 
well below what the company 
believes is a reasonable rate of 
return. It is expected that the 
company will approach a more 
adequate earnings level in 1977. 

W.E. president Donald E. 
Procknow noted that ‘‘our im- 
proved earnings performance as 
the year progressed was due to 
strong control of costs in every 
division, to a modest upturn in 
demand by the telephone com- 
panies and to the continued effec- 
tiveness of our cost reduction 
_programs.”’ 


He noted also that 1976 was a 
fruitful year for the introduction 
of new products and services for 
the telephone companies. ‘‘This 
and the turnaround in our ear- 
nings are strong evidence of the 
continuing vitality of our 
business,’’ he said. 

The company’s engineering 


cost reductions introduced in 1976 , 


will yield a record $218 million in 
additional savings on an annual 
basis. This is equivalent to a 
better than 5 per cent reduction 
in total production costs. In addi- 
tion, the company’s Purchasing 
and Transportation Division 
achieved annual economies of 
$193 million. These reductions 
helped the Bell companies to hold 
down increases int he cost of 
telephone services.

2) Proposed capital expenditures during the ensuing fiscal 
year, detailed by offices, departments and agencies when 
practicable, and the proposed method of financing each such 
capital expenditure; and 

3) Anticipated net surplus or deficit for the ensuing fiscal year 
of each utility owned and operated by the Town and the 
proposed method of its disposition; subsidiary budgets for 
each such utility giving detailed income and expenditure infor- 
mation shall be attached as appendices to the budget. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to amend Article IV of 
the Town Bylaws by adding the following: 


Section 7 Capital Improvement Program 


A. Preparation and Submission 
The Town Manager annually shall prepare with the assistance 
of the Town Planning Board a five-year capital improvement 
program. At the request of the Town Manager, all town 
boards, committees, officers and other agencies of the Town 
shall submit to the Manager in such form and according to 
such schedule of time as the Manager may require, detailed 
statements of the capital improvements requested for their 
respective boards, committees, offices, departments and 
agencies during the next five Fiscal Years.
